The administration of Crown land for the surface rights is coordinated by the Land Administrator 
Specialist. The main act regulating Grown land in Nunayuc is the Territorial Lands Act. This includes the 
issuance of land use permits under the Territorial Land Use Regulations, leases and licences of occupation 
under the Territorial Lands Regulations, and the issuance of quarrying permits under the Territorial 
Quarrying Regulations. We also deal with the Federal Real Property and Federal Immovables Acr, 


The Mining Recorder's Office reviews, records and administers mineral claims, and issues leases and 
prospecting permits on Crown land, Our office ensures compliance of the Canada Mining Regulations.

Once a project is advanced enough to become a producing mine, long term tenure appli-

It pays to be prepared! Before you go out to stake your mineral claim(s), do 
some research to make sure the ground is open for staking. In Nunavut, we 
have areas of land in which the surface/subsurface is died co Inuit under the 
NLCA. Claims staked in these areas will not be recorded. As well, there are Sub-surface: Once you are ready co start mining on your mineral claim, you must have ic convert- 
ed to a mineral lease. To do so, you have to meet one of the following two criteria: (1) there must 
be at least $10/acre (five years worth of work) filed on the claim, only $2 of which can be road 
building. airstrip construction or legal survey costs (2) you must be ready to begin production on 
the claim.
